•The scope of work o(.thr Department- 
Vf Zoology of George Washington Uni- 
versity is tft he broadened- next year 
through the appointment to tin* staff 
of (Maud A. Brown, a specialist in the 
field of heredity and genatias, accord-' 
ing to the announcement -of Dr. Uhiyd 
Heyk Marvin. presidl»nt vt the Unlver- 
SJty. 

Dr. BroWn, fornuyly of the State 
University of Iowa, will Join the 
faculty as associate professor of zool- 
ogy. Pro^. Brown will otter a course in 
heredity and eugenics, a practical 
study of the elementary k laws of 
heredity and -their appjlcutftm to liu 
man inheritance and to' problems per- 
taining to adaptation and evolution, 
and a course Lji genetics which will em- 
brace a study *of the recent literature 
in genetics, with particular emphasis 
on the modern concepts of the phy- 
sical and physiological basis of 
heredity. 

Prof. Brown holds the degree of 
Bachelor of Science ffom Denison Util-,, 
versity, the degree of Master of Atts 
from the University of Pittsburgh and 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
ffom Harvard University. 

The curriculum of .tpe Department of 
Zoology has been changed, placing the 
elementary course in zoology on a one- 
year inst«*ud of a two-year basis. The 
laboratories of the department recent- 
ly have been completely remodeled, the 
space being more than doubled and 
new equipment being provided.
